A border warfare is ever more to be depree-ited, 


and over such a war as has existed for so many 
years between these two States, humanity has great 
cause to lament. A'or is such a condition of things 
to be deplored only because ofthe individual buli'or- 
ing attendant upon it.

Our own interests are deeply involved in the matter, 
since, however neutral may he our course of policy, 
we cannot hope to Kcnp". the elFects of a spirit of 
jealousy on the part of both ofthe powers. 


Nor can this Government b:; indifferent to the

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. ' 


Fellow Citizens of the Sn^te, 


and ofthe Howe of Representatives— 


If any people ever had cause to render up thanks 


to the Supreme Bring for parental care and protec- 
tion, extended to them in all the trials and dilficul- 
ties to which they have been from time lo lime ex- 
posed, we certainly are that people. From the fir«t 
settlement of our forefathers on this continent- 
through the dangers attendant upon the occupation 
of a savage wndeFnes*—through a long period of 
Colonial dependence—through the war of the Rev- 
olution—in the wisdom which led to the adoption 
of the existing Republican forms of Government— 
in the hazards incident to a war subsequently wag^d 
with one of the most powerful nations of the earth 
—in the increase of our population—in the spread 
of the art* and sciences, and in the strength and 
durability conferred on political institutions emana- 
ting from the (fliople ann sustained by their will 
the superintendence of an overruling Providence 
has been plainly visible. As preparatory, therefore, 
to entering once more upon the high duties of legis- 
lation, it becomes us humbly to acknowledge our 
dependence upon Him as our guide and protector, 
and to implore a continuance of his parental watch 
f\itneg* over our beloved country. 


We hare new cause for the expression of our 


gratitude in the preservation of the health of our 
fellow citizen*, with some partial and local rtrep-

; been steadily growing in power and importance,and 
consists al this time of more than twenty German 
Stales and embraces a populalion of 27,000,000 of 
people, united for all Ihe purposes of commercial 
intercourse wilh each olher and with foreign states, 
otters to the latter ihe most valuable exchanges, on 
principles more liberal than are offered in the fiscal 
system of any other European power.Krom its origin 
the importance of theGernian Union has never been 
lost sight of by the United States. The industry, 
morality and other valuable qualities of the German 
nation, have always been known and appreciated. 
On the subjecl I invite the attention of Congress to 
the report ofthe Secretary of State, from which it 
will be seen that while our cotton is admitted free 
of duty, and the duty on rice has been much reduc- 
ed, which has already led to a greatly increased 
consumption, a strong disposition has been recently 
evinced by that great body to reduce, upon certain 
conditions, iheir present duty on tobacco. 
This be- 


ing ihe first intimation of a concession on this inter- 
eating subject ever made by any European power, I 
cannot but regard il as well calculated to remove 
the only impediment which has so far existed to the 
most liberal commercial intercourse between us and 
them. In this view, our minister at Berlin, who 
haa heretofore industriously pursued the subject,: 
has been instrucud to enter upon the negotiation of 
a commercial treaty, which while it will open new 
! 


advantage, to the agricultural interest* ofthe Unit-1 
ed btates, and a more free and expanded field 
tor commercial operations, will affect injuriously |

with ourselves—this Government is bound \>\- every 
consider.ition of interest, as well a* of sympathy, to 
see that she shall be left free to act, especially'in 
regard to her domestic affairs, unawed by force, 
and unrestrained by the policy or views of other 
countries. 


In full view of all these considerations, the Exee- 


ulive has not hesitated to express to the Govern- 
ment of Mexico how deeply it depricated a contin- 
uance of the war, and how anxiously it desired to 
witness ils termination. 


I cannot hut think ihat it becomes the U. States, 


as the oldest ofthe American Republics, to hold a 
language to Mexico upon this subject of an unambig- 
uous character. It is time this war had ceased. 
There must he a limit to all wars, and if the parent 
State, after an eight years struggle,has failed to re- 
duce to submission a portion of its subjects standing 
out in revolt against it, and who have not only pro- 
claimed themselves to be independent, but have 
been recognized as such by other Fowers.she ought 
not to expect that other nations will quietly look on, 
to their obvious irjury, upon a protraction of hostil- 
ities. These United Mates threw off their colonial 
dependence, and established 
independent 
Gov- 


ernments, and Greal Britain, after having wasted 
her energies in the atlempl to subdue -them lor a 
less period than Mexico lias attempted to subjugate 
Texas, had the wisdom and justice to acknowledge 
their independence, thereby recognizing the obli- 
gation which rested on her as one"of the 
nations.

An example thus set by one of the proudest as 


well as most powerful nations of the earth, it could 
in no way disparage Mexico to imitate. 
W'hile 


therefore, the txecmive would deplore any colli- 
sion with Mexico, or any disturbance of the 
friend- 


ly relations which exist between the two countries, 
it cannot permit that Government to control its pol- 
icy, whatever it may be, toward Texas; but will 
treat her as by the recognition of her independence 
the United States have long since declared they 
would do as entirely independent of Mexico. 
The 


high obligations of public duty may enforce from 
the consntuted authorities ofthe United Slates, a 
policy which the course persevered in by Mexico 
will have mainly contributed to produce ; and the 
Executive, in such a contingency, will with confi- 
dence throw itself upon the patriotism of the peo- 
ple to sustain the Government in its course of ac- 
tion. 


Measures of an unusual character have recently 


been adopted by the Mexican Government, calcu- 
lated in no small degree to affect the trade of olher 
nations with Mexico, and to operate injuriously to 
the United States. All foreigners, by a decree of 
the 23d day of September, and after six months 
from the day of its promulgation, are forbidden 
to 


carry on the business of selling by retail any goods 
within the confines of Mexico. Against this decree 
our Minister has not failed to remonstrate. 


The trade heretofore carried on by our citizens 


with Santa Fe, in which much capital was already 
invested, and which was becoming of daily increas- 
ing importance, has suddenly "been arrested by a 
decree ot virtual prohibition on the port of the Mex- 
ic»n Government. 
Whatever may be the right of 


Mexico to prohibit any particular course of trade, 
to the citizens or subjects of foreign powers, this 
late procedure, to say the least of it, wsars u harsh 
and unfriendly aspect. 


The instalments on tbe claims recently settled by 


the convention with Mexico, have been punctually 
paid as they have fallen due, and our Minister is en- 
gaged in urging the establishment of a new 
com- 


mission in pursuanne ofthe convention, for the set- 
tlement of unadjusted claims. 


In consequence of a misunderstanding between 


this Government and that of Buenos Ayre?, occur- 
ring several years ago, this Government has re-
